2. Background information. 



a. Personal history facts, as submitted by subject, do not appear to be 
true. There are strong indications of deception In regards to subject's birthplace 
Which ha claims to be in Cher&uosia, Russia. Subject stated that since he has no 
doeuments shewing his place of birth he can only go by vhat his mother has told, 
mutely that he was born in Russia shortly before his family fled to Aleppo. 

Eremlner's note : This is obviously a lie merely to insure that subject gets 
«n the” Pusslaa ' quota for immigration to the U.S. This deception was suspected by 
c 3, the case officer, previous to the leflutter examination. Subject's atten- 

tion was called to this reaction and even though it was apparent that the reaction 
worried him he merely answered, that he disliked being in a situation where he was 
unable to prove his place and date of birth. 



b. The following specific operational questions vero asked subject during 
the testing: 

Were you ever in Caucasus at all? Yes. Reaction. 

"Were you ever in Russia at all? Yes. Reaction. 

Were you in contact with the British Intelligence Service in 1952? 

Ho. Reaction. 

Are you loyal to the Cherkessiaa Independence Movement? Yes. Reaction- 

3. Motivation. 

a. During the entire testing subject had consistent reactions to all 
quest Iona pertaining to any possible contact with the Soviet Intelligence. After 
each such question there ware pronounced deception patterns. 



b. In view of the fact that subject was not to be told about the outcome 
of the teat the post leflutter interrogation was very slight. It was, therefore, 
not determined to vhat extent smbjeot maintains contact with the Soviet IS; how- 
ever, it was evident that a curtain araouat of contact does exist. Likewise it is 
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•avldent that subject a till maintain* acme contact with BI8. 



c. Upon completion cl’ the first chart subject's attention was called tc 
the fact that the question in regard to his plana of birth seemed to ups at him 
emotionally. Subject very neatly evaded this point by saying that it was embarrass- 
ing for him not to be able to prove his birth in any way. 



d. Subsequent to thiis dissuasion subject's reactions became more pro- 
nounced since he realised the effectiveness of the Instrument. In later chart*, 
however, hie reactions decreased In strength, probably due to the fact that he 
gradually gained sore and morn confidence in himself, since no more specific 
reactions were called to his attention again.

5 . Remark* . 

Subject initially gives a very bad impression due to his shiftiness and 
inability to look his examiner straight in the eyes.. Gradually, however, the im- 
pression la somewhat improved by the sincere manner in which he dleousses the 
Cherkeeslan Independence movement, a Movement that he probably merely exploits for 
hie cam personal advantage and gain. Subject Is well versed In overall political 
conditions In the Hear East and know* a large number of Influential persons, 
primarily Oherkessiana . In this connection it is interesting to note that NOSTRIL, 
Who was tested by this examiner & few days later, knows subject quite well. NOSTRIL 
states that It Is well known to all local Chsrkessians that subject was bora In 
Syria and never was la Russia at all. NOSTRIL further states that hs (NOSTRIL) has 
t&solately no confidence In subject since subject hat been reported to have been in 
{ contact with a known BIS agent In the fall of 1992. NOSTRIL also states that CL ZI 
associates a lot with a man who Is frequently sera together with the local Soviet 
officials. It was unfortun&tt that the order In which EL T3 and NOSTRIL were 
tested was not reversed, since NOSTRIL'S Information would have helped in snaking 
the examination of £_ JUrnorc complete. If tL Hie to he examined or Interrogated 
again It Is strongly reeomn*nd<*d that all the Information regarding him that NOSTRIL, 
i# In possession of be made available to the examiner or interrogator. 
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
